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OKLAHOMA: Milk production on Oklahoma farms in 1973 dipped to 1,140 million pounds, down 8 
percent or 95 million pounds from the 1972 total, according to the Oklahoma Crop 

and Livestock Reporting Service. Milk production for the fourth quarter (October-Decenber) 

of 1973 was 262 million pounds, down 25 million or 9 percent from the same period a year ago. 





The number of milk cows in Oklahoma during 1973 averaged 130,000 head, compared 
to 136,000 for 1972. For December, the average number of milk cows was 126,000 head, 8,000 
below the December 1972 number. 


The annual average production per cow for 1973 was 8,/69 pounds, 312 pounds below 
the previous year's record high level. 


UNITED STATES: Total milk production was 115.6 billion pounds in 1973, 3.6 percent less 

than the revised estimate of 119.9 billion pounds produced in 1972. The 
annual average number of milk cows on farms in 1973 was a record low--11,419,000, down 2 
percent from 11,698,000 in 1972. Output per cow in 1973 was 10,125 pounds, down | percent 
from 1972. This marked the first time since 1944 that production per cow has declined from 
the previous year. The revised estimates for 1972 and 1973 are based on an annual review 
of more complete production and utilization data.

During the last quarter of 1973, Oklahoma milk producers received prices which averaged 
more than go 00 per hundredweight above those in the comparable period in 1972. The October ... 
price was up $1.70 from a year earlier; the November price was up $1.93; and the December 

price, at $9.30 per hundredweight, was $2.45 higher. The average fat test for all milk 

during the final quarter of 1973 was 3.72 percent, down 9 points from the same period in 1972.
